Tt is apparent to even the most casual 
observer that whatever other faults the 
inhabitants of these valleys may have 
justly laid to their charge. that of idle- 
ners cannot consistently. be included in 
the number. For industry, perseverance 
and indomitable zeal in the subjecting 
of the stubborn soil to their control, the 
Mormon community stand unsurpassed. 
Their beautiful motto, the Bee: Hive, 
aptly suggestive of their industrial assi- 
duity. Collected mainly from the ple- 
beian ranks of aristocratic nations ; in- 
ured to toil from their youth ; tutored 
in the practice of rural economy, or edu- 
cated in the school of bitter adversity. 
they have labored with an energy inde- 
‘fatigable, a resolution bold and uowa- 
vering. an ardor irrepressible and com- 
mendable. Such a strenuous applica- 
tion to the imperative duties that fell to 
their lot as they have displayed. would, 
ina country whose soil would be less 
uoremunerative than the saline-terrine 
soil of Utah, have secured for them a 
competency ; while here it has barely 
kept them from a state of starvation. 
Heoce we see but few wealthy men 
among the lay members of the cburch. 

Yet there is a class who count their 
acres and their stock by hundreds, their 
means by thousands. But who are they?
